HOMICIDES SHOW AN INCREASE. 


South Carolina’s Alttorney General 
Submits His Report. 
Columbia, S. C., January 7.—(Special.)— 
Attorney General W. A. Barber will report 
some surprising things to the legislature 
when it meets next week as to crimes in 

the state during the last year. 

The increase of homicide cases 
marked. In 1889 there were 111 of. these 
cases, with twenty-seven convictions; last 
year there were 207, with fifty-two convic- 
tions. Eighteen of these cases were ap- 
pealed to the supreme court and nine af- 
firmed. There were five death sentences 
imposed, the remaining cases receiving sen- 
tences ranging from one year to life im- 
prisonment. 

The attorney general intimates that the 
dispensary law cannot be enforced in some 
sections, the juries refusing to convict. 
During the year the liquor .constables 
brought 627 cases against alleged violators 
of the law. Of these the grand juries found 
444 ‘‘no bills.’’ 

There weye 674 cases of assault with in- 
tent to kill—20 per cent of the entire num- 
ber of criminal cases tried, with 25 per 
cent of convictions.

The 
empress mother and the empress dowager 
were sisters, and quarrels between them 
were frequent, as each was striving to gain 
ascendancy over the young emperor, Even- 
tually the dowager withdrew to Fho park, 
which is some distance from Peking, and 
when the emperor went to consult with her 
on affairs of state, she would keep him 
with her for days together. The empress 
mother called one day on her sister to 
remonstrate with her on this, and a bat- 
tle royal ensued. 

The dowager, however, had the whip 
hand, and. was, says London Sketch, em- 
powered to deprive her rival of her privi- 
leges.

Washington, January 7.—The debate upon 
the proposition to refund the indebtedness 
of the Pacific railroad companies to the 
government waS begun in the house today 
under an order adopted last month, which 
set apart the rest of this week for that 
purpose, 

Preliminary thereto an immense wall 
map showing the routes of the roads was 
elevated in front of the speaker’s:desk to 
aid the members in arriving,at a clear un- 
derstanding of the situation, Interest In 
the debate, judged from the audience and 
attention of members an spectators in the 
galleries, was neither deep nor extensive. 

When the house went into committee of 
the whole, Mr. Payne, republican, of New 
York, was called to the chair. Mr. Pow- 
ers, republican, of Vermont, chairman of 
the committee on Pacific roads, reporting 
the bill, stated that the time for the gen- 
eral debate was to be equally divided be- 
tween friends and opponents of the meas- 
ure, and to be controlled by himself and 
Mr. Hubbard, republican, of Missouri, 
which arrangement was confirmed by the 
committee, and Mr. Powers opened the 
case for the bill. He said it was a plain 
business proposition thac the. committee 
had reported, and it was intended to ap- 
peal only to the good business sense of the 
house, 

Mr. Grow, republican, of Pennsytvania, 
also supported the measure, and Messrs. 
Hubbard, republican, of Missouri, and Bell, 
democrat, of Texas, opposed it. The lat- 
ter and Mr. Harrison, democrat, of Ala- 
bama, each presented a substitute for the 
committee measure, with the announce- 
ment that it would be formally offered for 
consideration at the proper time. General 
discussion will be continued tomorrow, and 
on Saturday the bill will be open to amend- 
ment. A vote on its passage will be taken 
Monday next, 

At 5:10 o’clock the house adjourned un- 
til tomorrow.

BUTLER AT SECRET CAUCUS 


| (Republicans Find Strong Combina- 
tions Opposing Their Candidate’s 
Election Again.

The Pritchard populists claim they have 
twenty-two of these. Oliver H. Dockery, 
populist, arrived today and said:

“I am right in this senatorial fight.” 

The republicans yesterday called on all 
Pritchard’s supporters to hasten here and 
many arrived today, one of them being Con- 
gressman Brownlow, of Tennessee. 

Congressman-elect Fowler said this after- 
noon: a 

“Butler has thirty-two sure and can rea- 
sonably count on six to eight more. Pritech- 
ard is beaten. I think Butler has made a 
mistake in not naming his candidate earller. 
I don’t think the republicans want Pritch- 
ard elected by bolting populists.’’ 

Prominent republicans say Pritchard’s 
campaign is being badly managed. Ex- 
Congressman Brower, who is a republican 
member of the legislature, says Pritchard 
is beaten. It was given out this afternoon 
that Governor-elect Russell was secretly @ 
candidate for senator. W. H. Chadbourne, 
one of Russell’s chief friends, says this is 
false. 

There was a desperate effort all day by 
Butler to break the republican lines—Hy- 
ams, Pritchard’s campaign manager, says: 

“We are trying to keep our lines from 
Wwavering.’”’ 

There are fears of republican dissatls- 
faction. Three members of that party have 
been known to oppose Pritchard, and one 
of these says four more have joined them. 
Pritchard’s friends deny this bitterly and 
Say when the test comes all republicans will 
be in line.

Money has twice 
the purchasing power today that it had 
two years ago, and it seems to me that a 
salary of $1,500 two years ago is now equal 
to $3,000, taking the condition of the com- 
mercial world into consideration.”

Captain Donaldson, superintendent of the - 


county chaingang, is paid $2,400 per‘annum. 
Chairman Jack Spalding, of the committee 
of public works, says the services of the 
captain is worth twice that amount. 

“Captain Donaldson is responsible for the 
several hundred convicts under his charge. 
He must care for all of them and see there 
are no fights, no mutiny in camps, NO @S-~- 
capes and must personally oversee all of 
the work that is done throughout the coun- 
ty. Captain Donaldson is working cheaply 
when everything is taken into consideration 
and I can’t see how a cut could be made 
in his salary.”’ 

Dr. R. L. Hope, superintendent of the 
almshouse, county farm and imbecile de- 
partment, receives $1,500 per annum and he 
is one of the busiest men in the county. 

The janitor of the courthouse receives the 
sum .of $1,800 per annum, but out of this 
salary he must pay the wages of three 
hands. He has several acres of floors to 
scour, more than one thousand windows to 
wash twice a week and four courtrooms to 
keep in order, besides all of the county 
offices. 

The county physician receives a salary of 
$1,500 per annum, and the old commissioners 
say he is just about half paid. 

County Attorney Rosser receives a salary 
of $1,000 per annum, but last year he trans- 
acted legal business for the county that 
would have cost about five times the 
amount had it not have been for the an- 
nual contract. 

Other salaries paid by the board amount 
to about $600 per amnum, which is at the 
rate of daily labor.

Several months ago by a progres- 
sive Step in the science of electricity this primitive form of battery which 
Tom Edison used when he was a telegraph operator was dispensed with and 


the condensed battery was put in use. 


This did away with the necessity of 


the many batteries, and the force which throbbed between Atlanta and the 
other cities of America was closeted in a small room, giving the telegraph 
company the use of almost half the entire floor, where the battery cells had 


formerly been. 


This floor The Constitution has subleased from the telegraph 


company, and yesterday a large force of men was put to work on the floor 


to transform it into a modern and a handsome newspaper office. 


A hand- 


some local news department headquarters will be prepared right away and 
will be ready for the occupancy of the new force before the end of the week; 
a telephone has been ordered in, and everything will be in working order be- 


fore the expiration of five days. 


The heads of the various departments of the paper are busily at work get- 
ting things in readiness so that they can get down to the work of handling 
the news early on the morning of January 18th. The office will be a hand- 
s0me one, and every modern convenience will be arranged. 

The new paper will, of course, be printed on The Constitution’s mam- 
moth presses, and the typographical and other mechanical work will all be 
done in The Constitution’s well-equipped composing room, but by a different 
force of men from The Morning Constitution’s working corps. The style 
and appearance of the paper will be entirely different from that of the morn- 


ing paper, as will be the style and character of its contents. An entirely sep- 


arate and distinct force of men will have charge of the new paper and will 
work independent of The Morning Constitution.

Alabama's Convicts Are Thrown Upon 
the State's Hands. 


OWNERS DON’T WANT THEM

It is apparent that when the general 
assembly reconvenes January 20th it will 
be confronted by a convict problem which 
will prove most difficult of solution. 

Ever since the development of the indus- 
trial section of Alabama the state 
victs and most of the county convicts 
have been leased to the mine operators in 
the Birmingham districts. The Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company has for 
several years had and still has under lease 
The Sloss Iron and 
most of the 


con- 


the state convicts. 
Steel Company has worked 
county convicts. 

Since the establishment of the convict 
lease system the working of practically alk 
of the convicts in the mines has been a 
bone of contention to the mine owners and 
the free miners. The miners have contend- 
ed thut the convict competition should be 
distributed—that at leaSt uw part of the con- 
Victs should be leased to other than mining 
concerns. The average humanitarian has 
insisted that wrongs and -oppressions were 
Visited on the convicts by companies which 
leased them and that humanity demanded 
that the leases be not renewed upon their 
expiration, 

The leases will expire in a few weeks 
and there is threatened a likelihood that 
they will not be renewed, although not be- 
cause of the objections to the system here- 
tofore mentioned. The mining corpora- 
tions will decline to renew the leases at 
anything like the present rate of hire. 
The statement is that the companies feel 
that they have the state at their tnerey as

of the convicts, excepting 
the mines. The cost and 
of. guarding and caring for them in any 
other industry is so great that they sre 
believed to be unavailable as laborers any- 
where else. It is believed, therefore, that 
the companies estimate that the state can 
be forced by. circumstances to renew the 
leases at perhaps 30 per cent less than 
they-now call for. 

The Montgomery county convjcts were 
leased last year to the Sloss company. The 
company a few days ago declined to re- 
new the.lease and the county authorities 
are now advertising them for hire. As 
the county convicts may be leased in 
smaller squads than the state convicts, 
and as the cost resulting from the escape 
of a county convict is not so great as that 
of a state convict, because the term of 
servitude is shorter in the first instance, 
it may not be impossible for the counties 
to dispose of their prisoners, but if the 
corporations decline to take the state 
convicts, the state will be in a pickle. 

Several convict bills have been submitted 
to the legislature, and a committee is now 
in the Birmingham district examining {nto 
the condition of the convicts and of con- 
vict matters. Senator Cunninghum, who 
is a member of the committee, is the au- 
thor of one of the most popular bills before 
the assembly. His bill is considered in 
some particulars radical, but it will prob- 
ably form the framework for the commit- 
tee to work on. 

Governor Johnston {is thoroughly familiar 
with mine and convict matters and is said 
to have some original and excellent ideas 
of his own about convicts. His recom- 
mendations to the legislature will have 
great weight with the body.

States Some Objections. 

said: ‘‘Mr. Toastmaster and 
Gentlemen: In view of the fact that the 
club under whose auspices we meet has 
done me the honor to take my name, I feel 
that it is only just to the club and to my- 
self to repeat here what I have said else- 
where, namely, that my judgment disap- 
proves of the use of my name in connec- 
tion with democratic or silver clubs. 

“My objection is a two-fold one. In the 
first place, 1 believe that a cause is so 
much greater than any individual that it 
should not be burdened by any mistakes 
which he may make. While a man lives 
he is liable to err and his errors are apt 
to injure any cause with which he is close: 
ly identified. During a campaign a cause 
must be identified. for the time being, with 
candidates for public office, but when the 
campaign is over and the candidates no 
longer stands in a representative capacity, 
I believe it is wise to disassociate him from 
the cause as far as possible in order that 
public attention may be “centered upon 
principles and policies rather than upon 
men. 

“The other objection is a personal one. 
I do not want to stand for iour years in 
the attitude of a candidate for the presi- 
dency. I do not want Zealous friends to 
be continually alarmed lest I should: do 
something to alienate some of those who 
have given me their confidence and sup- 
port. In the past I have spoken out upon 
public questions which in my judgment 
needed to be discussed. and I desire to 
occupy the same position in the future. 
When the next campaign opens it will be 
time enough to select a candidate, and 
we can then select a candidate suited to 
the conditions then existing and fit for 
the work then to be done. Fully appre- 
ciating the high compliment paid me and 
deeply grateful therefor, | still repeat my 
suggestion that my name be no longer 
connected with the names of clubs. 

“AS we are assembled upon this occasion 
to do honor to the memory of Andrew 
Jackson we may properly discuss the rela- 
tions which should exist between the demo- 
crats who indorsed the Chicago platform 
and the so-called democrats v po aided in 
the election of a republic.in preSident. The 
democrats who controlled the Chicago con- 
yention earned their right to the party or- 
ganization and the party name by whatever 
rule their claims may be measured. A 
democracy is a government in which 
people rule. In other words, it is a 
ernment such as Lincoln 
government of the people, by the people 
and for the people,’ and a democrat in the 
broadest sense is one who. believes in this 
form of government. 

“When | suy believe in this form of goy- 
ernment, [I mean actual, sincere, heartfelt 
belief, not a formal and enforced submis- 
sion to that form of government. Meas- 
ured by this definition, those who supported 
the Chicago platform are democrats be- 
cause they assert the right of the people 
to govern themselves and the right of the 
American pgeple to legislate for themselves 
upon all questions, regardless of the wishes 
of those whp live in other lands. In a tech- 
nical sense democracy is outlined and de- 
fined by the democratic party. The dem- 
ocratic party of the United States in nation- 
al convention assembled according to cus- 
tom, adopted’ a platform which received 
the sanction of nearly two-thirds of the 
convention. That platform at the polls 
received the indorsement of a large propor- 
tion of the democrats of the nation. That 
convention had a right to define democracy 
in a party sense ard we have a right to 
declare that those who indorsed that plat- 
form are democrats and that those who 
refused to support the platform are not 
democrats. It is strange that there should 
be any contests over this point. It is 
Strange that those who secured for their 
candidate less than 1 per cent of the popu- 
lar vote of the United States should insist 
that they are entitled to be called the real] 
democrats, and then urge. their claim to 
respectability 1n numbers on the ground 
that the majority of them voted for the 
republican candidates. If a minority has 
a right to give a party definition of demac- 
racy then there may be as many definitions 
as there are individuals. 

As to Bolts and Bolters. 

“If those who bolted the Chicago nom- 
inees have a right to call themselves bet- 
ter dembdcrats than those who supported 
such nominees, then the bolting democrats 
who bolted the bolting ticket and voted 
for the republican nominees have a right 
to call themselves better democrats than 
the bolters who supported the bolting tick- 
et. The right to party organization be- 
longs to the majority, and the right to the 
party name must also belong to the ma- 
jority. 

“There should be no difficulty in under- 
standing the relations which should exist 
between the democrats who remained in 
the party and those persons who agree 
upon an important question or questions 
and who unite to give effect to their ideas. 
The money question became the paramount 
issue of the day; the democrats in conven- 
tion took a position upon the question and 
made a gallant fight in defense of the plat- 
form adopted. If the money question is 
now considered settled another issue could 
be taken up and a new alignment made, but 
the money question is not settled. The 
contest for the restoration of the money 
of the constitution will go on with re- 
newed vigor. The people who advocated 
free silver before the election advocate it 
now.

“This campaign has shown the {tmposst!- 
bility of keeping bimetailists and gold 
standard advocates in the same political 
organization, and it will be a more difficult 
task in the future than it has beén this 
year.

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More Calamity Howlers. 

It is a depressing fact that The New 
York Herald and The New York World 
have joined the ranks of the “ca- 
lamity howlers’—that is to say, they 
are not predicting calamity as the result 
of four years of McKinleyism, but sim- 
ply pointing out the fact that the results 
of Clevelandism not only linger with 
us, but are growing worse day by day.

One side said that the way to restore 
prosperity was to give the forty million 
people who depend on agriaulture better 
prices for their products, and in this 
way enable them to buy the products 
of the factories. But the other side said 
that better prices for agricultural prod- 
ucts would result in “unsound” money, 
and Mr. McKinley, representing that 
side, stood on his doormat and advanced 
the theory that the true way to increase 
prosperity is to increase the price of 
manufactured goods.

One of the most Interesting sights in the 
great mining town of Butte, Mon., is the 
process by which copper is caught from 
the emerald colored -water that flows from 
the Anaconda and St. Lawrence mines. It 
is estimated that this water, which for 
four or five years went to waste, is now 
bringing the Anaconda company $30,000 per 
month, at a cost of about $1,000 per month. 
It is only within the present year that the 
company undertook to handle the water. 
Heretofore it was worked under lease. An 
old German named Mueller was the first 
man to save copper from the water. Dur- 
ing the last three years Thomas Ledford 
had a lease on the water. He paid a 25 per 
cent royalty to the company. It is claimed 
that he realized at least $100,000 a year, and 
of course Ledford is a pretty rich man to- 
day. Now that the company is operating 
the water on its own account, it has dis- 
covered what a great money-making enter- 
prise it is.

COMPANIES TALK OF FIGHTING 


They Say That the Fertilizer Rate Will 
Go Into the Courts, 


MEETING CALLED FOR TOMORROW 


Rajjoads Had 
Better Submit or They May Get 
Something Worse—A Long 
and Stubborn Fight Is 
Now Ended. 


_—— 


The state railroad commission, by 4 vote 
of 2 to 1, ordered the roads yesterday to 
reduce their rates on fertilizers 20 per 


cent. 
The order is to date from January 1st. 
This means a loss to the roads of $200,000, 


s0 they swear. 

They state that they cannot afford to 
stand it, and it is probable that they will 
ask for an injunction to restrain the com- 
mission from applying the order. 

The chances are that the case will go to 
the supreme court of the United States. 

Commissioner Allen Fort says to this 
proposition: “Very well; but they had 
better be satisfied—they might get worse.” 

Evidently there is a fight coming. The 
representatives of the companies say that 
if they take this, the commission will cut 
them on something else, and then again 
and again until all their revenue is gone, 
and that if they are to be “‘bled to death,”’ 
they might as well know it at once. They 
call the actions of the commission ‘con- 
fiscation,” and declare that they do not 
believe that the courts will sustain the 


board’s ruling. | 

In reply, the commission, that is 
majority of it, say the roads areecharging 
unreasonable rates, and that if they want 
to fight, the board can stand it. This lat- 
ter is significant. 

When the arguments were concluded on 
Wednesday afternoon, Commissioners 
Trammell, Fort and Crenshaw discussed 
the merigs of the case for some time, and 
then Chairman Trammell and Judge Fort 
voted in favor of enforcing the cut. Com- 
missioner Crenshaw opposed it, and was 
in favor of letting the old rate stand. He 
was outvoted, and the decision was made; 
but before announcing it, Commissioners 
Trammell and Fort said that they would 
sleep over it. Yesterday morning they 
were at the capitol and had apparently 
rested well. Their sleep had not changed | 
their views, and they said that the roads 
must lower their rates on fertilizers 10 
per cent below class M. This means 4 
reduction of 20 per cent on all roads not 
in the first class. ‘Lo the first-class roads, 
it is a reduction of only the 10 per cent, as | 
they were only allowed to charge class M 
rates before. Neariy all the roads in the 
state, however, had been charging 10 per 
cent above class M, under a ruling made 
by the commission in 15898. 

Think It Is a Good Case. 

Most of the railway men who were in 
Atlanta on ‘luesday and Wednesday at- 
tending the hearing went away Wednesday 
night, and there were very few here yes- 
terday who could speak with authority, 
but it was learned that the disposition of 
the companies is to ask the United States 
courts to interfere. They had been con- 
templating this all during the hearing, but 
never intimated it to the commission. 
There was one official present who had 
positive instructions from his president to 
earry the fight against the reduction into 
the courts, if the cut were made. This 
company is one of the strongest in the 
state, too. The general sentiment of the 
representatives of the roads was that an 
adverse ruling by the commissfon ought to 
be fought in the courts and after they had 
concluded their arguments, the lawyers 
said that they did not believe they could 
ever get a better case on which to make 
a fight. 
_A meeting of railway officials will be 
held here tomorrow to decide on the pol- 
icy. It may be that they will conclude it 
would be better to accept the result and 
“suffer the loss, rather than antagonize the 
commission by an injunction. The roads 
are usually afraid to oppose a ruling of 
the commission because they feel that 
“they might get worse,”” as Judge Fort 
says. They have been on the point of 
fighting before, but they generally cool off 
in a day or two. This time, they have 
gone so far as to call a conference for 
the purpose of outlining a policy. 

Some Precedents. 

One of the lawyers was asked yesterday 
what ground the roads would rely on in 
the event of a fight in the courts. He 
answered that the supreme court of the 
United States has laid down the principle 
that railroad commissions have no right 
to enforce rates which do not allow rail- 
roads to earn a reasonable return on the 
capital invested. There was a case from 
Texas in which the supreme court over- 
ruled the state commission. The railroad 
commissioners had made a radical cut in 
rates, and the roads carried the case into 
the courts, declaring that the reduction 
would bankrupt them. They finally got 
the old rates restored. 

Then there was a more recent case from 
Chicago, where the state commission had 
ordered the railroads to reduce their 
switching charge from $2 to $1. The roads 
claimed that it actually cost them $1.14 per 
ear to do the switching, but the commis- 
sion said that cut no figure, and that the 
roads could make up the loss from some 
other source. When this case went to the 
supreme court of the United States, that 
body overruled the commission and was 
very severe on the state board, saying 
that fhe members did not know their busi- 

ess. The lawyers for the roads are en- 
awed by these decisions, and they say 
that there are others. If proceedings are 
begun, they will be brought in the United 
States courts, either before Judge Newman 
or Judge Emory Speer. Whether all the 
roads will figure in the case is unknown. 
Some smali road may be the first to act, 
as the little roads are generally the hard- 
est run to mak* expenses. 

“The time may come when the state road 
lessees will take this matter into court,” 
said one lawyer. “The lessees could say 
that the state treats them unjustly in cut- 
ting down their revenue after making a 
contract with them by which they were 
to $35,000 a month rental.” |

HE HASN'T NAMED HIS LIMIT 


Chairman Felder Thinks Only Accused 
Judges Can Be Considered. 


HON, HAL HALL SPRINGS A NEW POINT 


Bays That in His Opinion No Witnesses 


Should Be Introduced for the De- 
fense Before Present Com- 
mittee—Thinks Trial 

Rests with Senate. 


Senator Yancey Carter, of the thirty- 
first district, lifted the lid of Pandora’s box 
another notch yesterday and made it 
known that there were other ills of a ju- 
Cicial nature which he 1s waiting to re- 
lease. 

“There are others,’’ quoted the swarthy 
Benator with a significant smile; ‘‘just 
wait a while.” 

Senator Carter intimates that has a 
trump card, but whether he will be allow- 
ed to play it or not will depend upon the 


limit placed by the investigating commit- 


tee. It is still up his sleeve and the play 
may not be made. 

This announcement that there were other 
judges in Georgia culpable for official con- 
duct and subject to investigation by the 
State, was a surprise to the members of 
the committee who have the preliminary 
arrangements of the investigation in hand. 
It was thought that there were only two 
oecupants of the bench whose record the 
senator asked to be sifted. He made 
Virulent charges against Judge Sweat and 
against Judge Reese, Incidentally naming 
Judge Gober. That the senator had other 
judges in mind did not occur to the mem- 
bers .of the general assembly nor to the 
committee on investigation. 

“Il have several other judges whose names 
I wish to place before the committee for 
investigation,”’ said Senator Carter yes- 
terday. “Those already named are not 
half the number whose official careers 
would bear the light of thorough investi- 
gation. I intend to prepare cases against 
them and give their names to the 
mittee.’’ 

Senator Carter was informed that it was 
the position of Hon. Thomas B. Felder 
that according to the resolution passed no 
names were to be considered by the pres- 
ent committee other than those he had 
named to the sena‘e. 

“I know,”’ he said, ‘‘that this is the view 
taken of the matter by some of the com- 
mittee, but I construe the resolution to 
mean that charges can be brought before 
them at any time and that they are to be 
investigated. I have’read the resolution 
over and believe that it is within the 
province of the committee now standing 
to take the matter up.” 

Senator Carter refused to 
the names of other judges. : 

“They will be made known in time,’’ he 
said, “‘and an investigation will be 
for by me.”’ 

What Chairman Felder Thinks. 

Chairman Felder does not think that any 
other names can be brought up for in- 
vestigation by the committee than those 
which have been considered before the 
house of representatives. 

““Personally,”’ he said, ‘I believe that 
when the committee has finished the work 
ot exhausting the testimony before it in 
the present cases our duties have ceased. 
I do not think that the committee has the 
prerogative to take up any more names.” 

Chairman Felder is busy looking after 
Srrangements for the investigation, which 
will begin next Tuesday. He has a squad 
of men on the road in difterent parts of 
the state serving subpoenas to those who 
have been named as witnesses by Senator 
Carter and by the accused orticials. 

The investigation promises to be the most 
interesting event of the year in state 
matters. It will probably last several 
weeks. 

Wants Counsel for the State.

Cost to the State. 

The pending investigation, it is said, will 
take a large sum from the state’s coffers. 
More than 200 witnesses are to be sum- 
moned. It has been estimated that the 
expenses of these, mileage and fees, will 
amount to $25 apiece. The amount paid 
out to the committee, and the expense of 
the extra session of the legislature, it is 
said, will bring the total expenditure of 
the state up-to $50,000. 

The investigation of Senator Carter’s 
charges will be no small affair financially. 


Mr. Hall Has a View. 


Hon. Hewlett Hall, of Coweta, one of the 
three members of the sub-committee, will 
spring a sensation upon the full committee 
at the meeting next Tuesday. 

He takes the position that the scope of 
the committee is purely inquisitorial, not 
judicial, and that it is not within the prov- 
ince of the committee to have testimony 
designed or offered for the purpose of ex- 
onerating the accused of the charges that 
have been brought against them. 

Speaking of this matter yesterday, he 
said: 

“It will not be in accordance with prece- 
dent for the investigating committee or 
the house of representatives to hear ex- 
culpatory evidence from the defendants. 
Under the constitution the house simply 
prefers the charge, and presents the bill 
of indictment... The senate is the tribunal 
before which the trial must be had. Bills 
of indictment are found upon = ex-parte 
testimony, only. Defendants are not al- 
lowed to appear before grand juries. 'The 
action of our committee, as well as that 
of the house, should be upon ex-parte 
testimony. If the evidence is sufficient. to 
warrant the preferment of articles of im- 
peachment, then they should be submitted 
to the bar of the senate. Before that body, 
sitting as a court, the chief justice, pre- 
siding, the defendant is entitled to be 
heard and properly nowhere else. It will 
be remembered that in the proceedings in- 
cident to the impeachment trial of Gold- 
smith and Renfroe, the committee appoint- 
ed by the house and IHMkewise the house it- 
self acted upon ex-parte testimony. It was 
not until after the articles of impeachment 
were prefered and submitted to the sen- 
ate that the defendants were allowed to 
present their testimony. 

“Speah.ng for myself, alone and with no 
desire to do injustice to either of the de- 
fendants, I believe our committee should 
follow the precedent above referred to. It 
is true that the sub-committee consisting 
of Mr. Felder, Mr. Slaton and myself have 
subpoenaed all the witnesses whose names 
were furnished us—both for the state and 
for the defendants. We did not feel au- 
thorized, acting as a sub-committee to do 
otherwise. 

“Of course I cannot say what action the 
full committee will take next Tuesday re- 
garding the admission of evidence offered 
by the defendants in this proceeding, but 
as an individual member of that commit- 
tee, I am clearly of the opinion that such 
action would be improper and without 
precedent to sustain it.’’

They Get Around the Calvin Law with 
* Much Ease. 


LOCAL DEALERS HOLD THE BAG 


They Have To Stand Competition in 
Selling, with None in Buying. 


PEOPLE MAY GET A SLIGHT BENEFIT 


Jobbers Here Say That They Have To 
Stand the Pinch While the Big 
' Combines Hold Up Prices. 


Columns have been written in the papers; 
veritable waterfalls of eloquence have been 
pcured out in the legislative halls of Geor- 
gia; associations of grocers and the like 
have met, ylotted, intrigued, sworn re- 
venge and invoked the wrath to come upon 
the famous anti-trust bill, but it still lives 
anc it might be said to occasionally move 
Other people to very serious action. : 

There is a stubborn division of forces 
right here in Atlanta between the whole- 
sale grocers in regard to the effect and exe- 
cution of the great anti-trust law. 

“It is all nonsense,” said one of the 
most prominent wholesale grocers in the 
city yesterday, ‘‘for individuals, or legisla- 
tors far that matter, to go around talking 
about this anti-trust bill ever accomplish- 
ing any good. As things stand now, we 
do not make more than 10 per cent even 
on our best goods and in most cases we 
do not go over 8, and when yeu take 5 per 
cent cut of that for expenses of running 
the business, where is the wholesale nan 
with his unlawful gain that a great many 
people love to talk about? It strikes me 
that there fellows are simply talking to 
hear their heads roar and are making so 
much noise themselves that they cannot 
think or let anvone.else. 

“Here is just the way matters stand 
now,’’ continued the gentleman. “Mr. Ar- 
buckle will release us from our contract 
at-any time almost, but that does not 
mean by any means that Mr. Arbuckle 
intends cutting his prices. Under the new 
law, we are given an opportunity for cut 
ting our profits if we like, but there 1s no 
room tor the knife on the other side. 

“This is sustained by the fact that as 
soon as Arbuckle and other wholesale man- 
ufacturers were informed as to the true 
Situation in this state, they at once issued 
a circular letter releasing the jobbers from 
their contracts. Now if they had not 
known that the goods were being sold for 
just as little money as it Is possible to 
sell them, they never would have been so 
quick to act in the matter. It shows plain- 
ly that Mr. Arbuckle .nd others of that 
class know that their prices are not going 
to be affected, and if the poor jobbers are 
willing to. cut off their living they are 
free to do it. . 


Pinches the Jobbers. 


“If the jobbers are compelled to cut, they 
will do it with the most partisan discrim- 
ination,and as the result of it will fall heav- 
ily upon the poor man. The small retail 
dealers will hav2 to pay stiff prices for 
his goods, while the rich dealer, with plen- 
ty of money, can buy at his own figures 
almost. What the wholesale men are 
forced to take off for the independent rich 
merchant will be tacked on to the poor 
man’s bill. The thing is bound to even 
up in some sort of way, for the jobber is 
compelled to make his 10 per cent or else 
go out of business. 

‘This seems to be the prevailing senti- 
ment among the wholesale grocers in the 
city and no one is alarmed over the situa- 
tion in the least. It is true that very often 
a new enterprise is unfairly discriminated 
against as in the case of the EE-M cigar- 
ettes, but if the EE-M cigarettes set on the 
market it does not mean cheaper cigar- 
ettes.’’ 

“We have received several notifications,”’ 
said Mr. Dodd, of the G. T. Dodd Gro- 
cery Company, “but they do not affect us 
in any way. We will not be subject to the 
fines that the manufacturer, under the 
old law, could impose and collect trom us, 
but outside of this I do not see were 
there can be any radical chanve whatever. 
These contract goods, as they ere called, 
are already down to the lowest price from 
our standpoint, and I am pure we are not 
going to cut off the small legitimate profit 
which we make. Since these notitications, 
we are allowed to sell the old con- 
tract goods at any price so long as we 
pay the manufacturer. his, but when we 
tack on our lawful per cent we are back 
just where we started from.” 

There is a great diversity of opinion on 
this subject and in going the rounds from 
one wholesale house to another'‘one hears 
all sides. 

‘In my opinion,’’ said a prominent whole- 
sale grocer, “‘the whole’ ashing is misdirect- 
ed. The spirit of the law is good, but I 
don’t see how it is possible to ever make 
it effective on the manufacturing class, and 
after all they are the people the mass of 
the people are aiming their blows at. No 
one is so insane as to think the wholesale 
grocers of Georgia are getting rich and 
forming themselves into a gigantic pluto- 
cratic class to wipe out the poor man. 
Such an idea is absurd on its very face, 
so what is the intention of the people? It 


and that means an_ 


is to choke off the greed of the manu- 
facturer, the people who live far away 
from Georgia and whom this law will not 
affect in the slightest. They have us 
just where they can dictate the terms, law 
or no law, and the Georgia legislature 
might begin now and frame anti-trust laws 
until the close of the year and the manu- 
facturer would be practically just where he 
is today, back in his easy chair issuing 
orders to the herd of jobbers who beg at 
his door. 
Trusts Not Touched. 

“Tt is wrong to have trusts and there 
is not a wholesale man in Georgia who will 
dispute the proposition with anyone, but 
if they are to be wiped out, begin at Wash- 
ington, where they are fostered and pro- 
tected by the great arm of this govern- 
ment, and then there is a chance for vic- 
tory, but until that is done all else is idle. 
A great cry has been raised by some of the 
advocates of the anti-trust bill in Georgia 
about the drop in coffee, and it is said to 
be due to the new law. This is sheer 
nonsense for the reason that the cut !s en- 
tirely due to the competition which has 
sprung up between the coffee people and 
the sugar manufacturers. Mr. Arbuckle 
decided to put up a sugar refinerv and run 
that in connection with his coffee business. 
Then the sugar people, to get even, put up 
a coffee factory, and the prices had to 


‘ drop.. This has not been occasioned by the 


Georgia law at all and has no more to do 
with the Calvin act than some remote law 
in China. ‘ 

“No local law can ever bring relief to 
to people for the reason that when the 
wholesale grocer goes on to buy his gcods, 
he finds the trust in full force and he is 
compelled to take the prices which re set 
down. When a wholesale man ces cn to 
buy his matches. he has to pny the regu- 
lar price, for the trust regulates that and 
the Georgia .law has no more force than 
the braying of an ass. For relief to come 
to the people, as-I nave said, there must 
be national legislation, and let the blow 
be aimed at the manufacturer and rot at 
the tail of the procession. These letters 
which are being sent Hut by the warious

‘shows a very healthy state of affairs for 


Brunswick, and is of great interest to tax 
payers. ’ 

In 1894, when Mayor Dunwody and the 
councilmen elected with him assumed con- 
trol of the city affairs, the treasury was 
in a worse than depieted condition. It had 
been robbed of between $40,000 and $50,000 in 
cash, besides having to stand the drain 
of a yellow fever epidemic. There was an 
outstanding current indebtedness represent- 
ed in notes and open accounts of $119,- 
918.40, with no money in the treasury and 
city officials and employes carrying due 
bills, while policemen’s scrip could not be 
discounted for than 15 per cent, and 
often 30 per cent was given for cash on 
them. 

Local banks would not discount the city’s 
notes for less than 8 per cent, and more 
often charged 12 per cent. 

The new administration 
clining to pay the banks such a large 
rate of interest, and now carries five- 
sixths of her current indebtedness on 5% 
per cent interest rate. A system of finan- 
ciering was instituted whicn re-established 
the city’s credit at home and abroad and 
made her citizens willing to trust their 
own local government. 

From January 1, 18%, to the present time 
the old current indebtedness was decreased 
from $118,918.40 to $38,713.70. The new cur- 
rent indebtedness, contracted for during the 
past three years, has been $17,124.45, $7,124.45 
for the city schools and $10,000 balance 
due on the sewerage contract, this latter 
being an excess over and above the $150,000 
in bonds paid for constructing the system 
of sewerxuge, now doing good service for 
the entire community. 

It is claimed that there is now $3,000 
due in unpaid taxes fcr the fiscal year of 
1896. One month yet remains in this year, 
and it will cost $4,200 for expenses during 
it. There are $2,009.04 in approved vouchers 
outstanding and unpaid to be added to 
this, leaving $23,000 in ro:nd numbers to be 
applied to the outstanding current indebt- 
edness, reducing it to the amount of 
$32,000. Applied specifically to the remaining 
amount due upon the old indebtedness of 
$119,618.40, it would reduce that to a sum 
not more than $15,000. 

This entire indebtedness could have been 
wiped out and a surplus created had the 
city’s tax income remained the same, but 
owing to hard-times and general depres- 
Sion the assessed valuation of property 
was greatly reduced, 

The current expenses for 1894 and 1895 
were, respectively, $50,710 and $48,095.56.. For 
1896, ending February 1, 1897, they will not 
exceed $46,000. Interest on city bonds is 
$15,670 yearly, to be added to the annual 
current. expenses. The surplus collected 
from various sources of revenue has been 
applied to the old indebtedness created be- 
fore 1894. The system of sewerage cost 
$165,770.90, and it is perfect in construc- 
tion and working order. There are out- 
standing against it $150,000 worth of thirty- 
year 5 per cent bonds, but ft is of so much 
benefit to the people that the tax payers 
are willingly carrying it.

TERRELL’S REFUSAL 


His Failure To Prosecute the Carter 
Charges Starts the Gossip. 


COMMENTED ON BY THE PEOPLE 


Political Gossips Say It Was Due to 
Political Plans. 


HAS HE AN EYE ON GOVERNORSHIP ? 


_--5-W-_-_-——— —-—— 


Such Is the Report That Has Been 
Started—Carter Says He Will 
Push the Charges Himself. 


The refusal of Attorney General Joseph 
M. Terrell to assume the role of prose- 
cuting attorney before the Felder commit- 
tee has started &0ssip in two directions. 

The populists, while not saying so, seem 
to assume that it is another evidence that 
democrats are shy about prosecuting each 
other. In the full glory of his six feet 
of stature, Senator Carter has declared his 
Ppurposé to fight the matter out himself. 

But it is the other class where talk was 
more freighted with interest—those who 
profess to see in the move a stride toward 
the governorship. 

Governor Atkinson is serving his second 
term, say these gossips. He is ineligible 
for another term, leaving the fleld open 
for a brand new race. The elevation of 
Steve Clay to the United States senate 
removes him from tie succession 

any looked upon as his. The senatorial 
contest, so unexpectedly thrown into the 
ring, upset all calculations, smashed all 
combinations and made sad havoc with the 
schemes of many months’ incubation, Out 
of the demoralization thus brought about 
there were formed some strange alliances, 
temporary in their nature, and not ex- 
pected to stand. Chips were cast upon the 
political watérs, which will be lost sight of 
long before the shore of 1898 is reached. 

New Alliances Natural. 

That a new deal should begin its evolu- 
tion is reasonable: that men are brought 
forward by contingencies is evident; and 
that the man who can rally to his support 
the greatest strength will get there is, of 
course, a trite saying. Every position 
taken by a prominent man will be con- 
strued cone way by his friends, and al- 
other way by his enemies. That Attorney 
General Terrell should be regarded as a 
man with ambition. It was this ambition 
which made him a marked boy in school, 
which has thrust him forwerd Into a vigor- 
Ous manhood, and which has placed him 
whére he is—the law officer of the capital. 

The Governor Is Terrell’s Friend. 

Being a man of genial disposition, he 
makes friends, which is gratifying to him- 
self, and which he could not help if he 
would. That in this Hst of friends none 
should be more sincer@ than the governor 
whose term is coming to its close, is a com- 
pliment and a triumph. ‘The governor {s 
also a man with friends—drawn about him 
ir. the heat of battle, whose loyalty has 
too often been tested to admit. of doubt. 
What is more natural than that the gov- 
ernor should like to see his friends ad- 
vanced, and that. to do so he holds a 
powerful leverage. This is not unusual 
in politics, for the rising man to step from 
an eminence already attained. 

A Place To Make Enemies. 

Now, a legislative investigation which 
aims at striking men strong in public en- 
trenchments, is a very uncomfortable 
thing for those who may be forced into it. 
Even were the accused gentlemen acquit- 
ted, the prosecuting attorney, in plying 
cross-examination, would be forced into 
severity, and many of his questions would 
rankle in the breasts of those against 
whom they were directed. It would not 
be wise for the attorney general’ to put 
himself into the case even if he wished 
to remain. where he was, and if he had 
any idea &f gotng up further it would be 
foolish in tle extreme. 

The Attorney General’s Real Reason. 

It is thus that the gossips talk about the 
attorney general’s refusal to take the place 
of a state’s counsel in prosecuting Yancey 
Carter’s charges. There 1s another and 
more practical explanation, however. The 
prosecution alluded to is merely a legisla- 
tive matter, in which the state is not a 
party. The members of the legislative 
committee are to act as their own counsel, 
in that, as in all other legislative investi- 
gations. Even when their report is made 
to the house, adopted by it, if may be, 
and presented to the senate as a high 
court of impeachment, even then the at- 
torney general does not appear, as will be 
remembered by those who attended the 
impeachment trials during the administra- 
tion of Governor Colquitt. The house 
will have to speak through managers 
chosen from its own membership. 

But it is too early to talk about the 
governorship yet, though people will talk, 
and their talk may be of interest which 
will cater to the curiosity of the public. 


Gordon Institute Reopens. 
Barnesville, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)— 
Gordon institute reopened with 300 pupils 
this week, and more are coming in every 
day. Almost every home in the city is open 
to the pupils. President E. C. Branson 
calculated on an increase of 25 per cent 
over last fall term. which was the largest 
ever known in the history of the school.

Floyd County Farmer Tries His Hand 
on the Berry. 

Rome, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)—Some 
time ago mention was made in the Rome 
correspondence of The Constitution of the 
success of W. C. Bickers in raising a new 
variety of coffee in Vann’s valley. 

This has caused Mr. Bickers to recetve 
@ great number of letters asking about the 
coffee and requesting information as to his 
methods of growing it and its value when 
grown. 

He was in the city today and says that 
it is impossible for him to answer the num- 
erous letters he has received, but he has 
made a success in growing the plant the 
present year and expects to raise six or 
seven hundred bushels. 

The plant is an annual andégrows from 
one to two feet in height, bearing profuée- 
ly the pods which contain the kernels, 
which when fully matured bear such a 
strong resemblance to the coffee bean that 
the casual observer would never know the 
difference.

New York, January 7.—The market looks 
bullish.

The tabulation of results obtained by the 
fish commission after making a tnorough 
investigation of th> extent and value of 
the Potomac river shad fisheries, which has 
just been satisfactorily completed, shows 
that.1.24 men are given employment by 
this industry, and that $127,000 of capital is 
profitably invested. A large proportion of 
these who annually purchase shad ircm 
the itinerant and loud-voiced huckster, or 
else formed an acquaintance as the 
result of planked shad excursions, proba- 
bly do not renlize that the perpetuation of 
the marketable quantities has 
been due alone to artificial propagation 
cenducted by the fish commission, and

SUE FOR FATHER’S ESTATE 


Tedious Comiplicaitions Befuddle the 
Jurors and They Couldn’t Agree 
Upon a Verdict.

‘For the 
second time a jury in the city court could 
not agree upon the evidence. 

Several months ago a suit was filed 
by William Walker, Sam Walker and other 
children of the late Judge James F. Wal- 
ker against Captain J. M. Liddell, claim- 
ing $25,000 interest in certain property. lo- 
cated in north Atlanta at Piedmont 
Heights,. in which they alleged they held 
a, remainder interest. They claimed that 
on May 3, 18%, Captain Liddell bought 
tne life interest from their father, and also 
bought the remainder interest from the 
children, agreeing to pay the Walker chil- 
dren the sum of $25,000 upon the death of 
their father. The plaintiffs claimed that, 
relying upon this Statement, they gave a 
deed to their father. 

Captain Liddell denied that he had ever 
made any promise on the conditions nam- 
ed and stated that he bought the property 
direct from Judge Walker. 

Yestérday morning the jury was called 
into the courtroom and asked if a verdict 
had been reached. The foreman announced 
that ho agreement had been made and he 
Saw no possible way in reaching a verdict, 
as the jury had been out on the case all 
night and had failed to reach a conclusion. 
The polling of the jury shewed that nine 
jurors desired a verdict for the Walker 
heirs. 

Judge Reid hesitated for a moment be- 
fore declaring a mistrial, as the case had 
been tried before in his court and no ver- 
dict could be reached. The foreman was 
Sure, however, that no verdict was in sight, 
and Judge Reid assured that it was im- 
possible for a verdict to be reached, so he 
declared a mistrial for the second time 
and dismissed the jurors with the thanks 
of the court. 

The Walker heirs were represented by 
Attorney W. W. Hayden and L. Z. Walker, 
while Captain Liddell was represented by 
Attorneys Arnold & Arnold and Candler

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HAD HIS HAIR DYED! 


Looks as If Murderer Flanagan Was 
Living Here in Disguise. 


IS A BLONDE, NOT A BRUNETTE 


Was Regarded at the Standard Oil 
Company as Peculiar—He Said 
Whisky Made Him Wild. 


What is the past of Murderer Edward 
Flanagan, the mysterious? 

New developments in the case of Flana- 
gan point to the startling new theory that 
his real name is not Flanagan. 

From the murderer’s appearance, when 
locked in Fulton county jail the night 
after the tragedy, he was a most decided 
brunette. His hair and mustache were 
jet black. His eyes, however, were gray. 
It has now come to light that he is a 
blonde; that the natural color of his hair 
is almost white, and that his heavy mus- 
tache is of a light color instead of black. 

It was some time last April that the 
prisoner came to Atlanta. About the first 
thing he did was to go to Wynn's barber 
shop, on Marietta street, and have his hair 
dyed a jet black. He has kept it black 
ever since, Wynn’s barbers having done 
the work for him on several occasions. 

It was Tuesday before the Thursday 
which proved so fatal to the Allens that 
Flanagan entered Wynn's barber shop for 
the last time. It had been several weeks 
since his hair had been dyed and close to 
his head the natural color was begthning 
to show. 

He seemed rather nervous and eccentric. 
Barber C. E. Fogg was to apply the dye, 
and Flanagan became obstinate because 
Fogg would not let him sit in the chair 


“nearest the door in full view of all passers- 


barbers thought him curious 
at the time, and remarked about it among 
themselves. They called him a crank. 

Barber Fogg made the murderer’s white 
hair a jet black again. While he was in 
the chair-he complained of a burn on the 
fingers of his left hand. He said they had 
been burned with acid. 

The- barbers never knew Fianagan’s 
name. Ue always entered the shop in 
a peculiar sort of mood, they say, and 
never told anything of his history. When 
they read the account of the tragedy in 
The Constitution New Year’s day they 
knew from the description of the mur- 
derer he was the man whose hair they 
had dyed on several former occasions. 
When his photograph came out the next 
day their belief was confirmed. They have 
managed to keep their information, how- 
ever, and it only leaked out yesterday, 


Is He a Jekyl and a Hyde? 

It was Detective Ed Cason who discov- 
ered yesterday that Flanagan was here in 
disguise. The detective, who has had a 
successful experience with every, kind of 
criminal for the last twenty years, is of 
the opinion the murderer’s name is not 
Flanagan; that he dyed his hair to cover 
up a former identity of which he has lit- 
tle reason to be proud, and that he is 
probably wanted in some other city for 
some unknown crime. 

“T have conre in contact with a good 
many people in this world.’’ said Cason 
last night, ‘‘and I have never yet seen a 
man as young as Flanagan appears to be, 
keep his hair dyed unless there was some 
dark motive behind it. It is an old scheme 
which thousands of crooks and murderers 
resort to to keep from being caught. Now, 
I don’t know anything about Flanagan, 
and he may be sailing under his proper 
colors, but I am strongly of the opinion 
he is no exception to the rule, and that 
he is now wanted somewhere for some 
crime. : 

‘His brother? 
It would be no

Why, that is very easy. 
trouble for the prisoner 
his brother to come here 
to aid him, changing his name to the 
alias. I have never seen anybody who 
pretends to know W. W. Flanagan and 
there is no telling what his name is. Of 
course the prisoner might be prematurely 
gray, but I don’t belleve it. I saw him 
at the barber shop the last day he was 
there, and while I knew nothing of him 
TI though his actions queer at the time. 
You may just put it down this man has 2 
record behind him.’

‘Whisky Makes Me Wild. ” 

A Constitution man visited the _ offices 
of the Standard Oil Company yesterday 
afternoon where Flanagan was employed, 
and talked with the manager. 

“We never knew much about the man,” 
said he, “‘for he was employed as a con- 
tractor, superintending the erection of 
warehouses for the company, and conse- 
quently he was not here very much of the 
time. Last April we put up a bullding 
in Atlanta and he superintended the job. 

“He was very. diffident, quiet and pecu- 
liar... I noticed that when he was order- 
ing his men around the least thing would 
throw him into a frenzy, and he seemed 
to be wild for a few moments. We never 
suspected that his mind was in the least 
effected. 

‘“T remember one day 
fice and the conversation 
subject of liquor. He made the remark 
that he never drank because whisky made 
him wild and he was not responsible for 
his actions while under its influence. You 
remember just before the murder he drank 
a glass and one-half full of whisky, and 
this may have something to do with his 
deadly work afterwards.”’ 

Flanagan still paces his cell to the music 
of his chains, nervous and excited in Ful- 
ton county jail. He will talk but little and 
seems to realize there is little hope for 
him in the end. His other vicitms at Pop- 
lar spring are doing well and. will 
recover in a short while.

MAY TALK ABOUT HARPER'S JOB | 


ELECTRIC LIGHT COMMITTEE TO 
MEET THIS AFTERNOON. 


Supérintend nt I Is To Be Nominated by 
the Electrical Board, but Light 


Committee Is Interested. 
The electric light committee of the coun- 
cil will meet this afternoon, at 3:30 o’clock, 
to consider matters of routine and, pos- 
sibly, the question of the election of a 
superintendent of electrical matters. The 
meeting was called by Chairman Maddox 
yesterday. The new committee is com- 
posed of Messrs. Madaox, Hutchison, 
Thompson, Howard and Tolbert. 

It is probable that the question of the 
election of a successor to Superintendent 
Harper, of the electrical department, will 
come up. The law requires that the su- 
perintendent Shall be nominated by the 
board of electrical control and elected by 
the council. Chairman Maddox, of the 
electric light committee, is also chairman 
of the board of electrical control, and he 
will have a vote in the latter board on the 
question of making a nomination. 

Both of the electrical committees work 
in harmony, and it is probable that the 
matter will be discussed with a view of 
bringing about an understanding on the 
matter.
